Returning from a conference with Chief Engineer Dittoe, of 


the state board of health, at Columbus Tuesday, Server Smith and 
City Engineer Fisher said that the state board is indignant that the 
engineering firm of Chester & Fleming, which has the contract for 
the preparing of plans and specifications for the sewage disposal 
plant, has attempted to shoulder the blame for the increased cost 
of the project onto that body. 


Server Smith said the engineer had told him that the state 


board would agree to certain modifications in the plans which will 
bring the cost of the plant down to about $65,000 
Engineer Dit- 


toes also told the local officials that the embankment could be re- 
duced and thus effect a big saving. It will be remembered that 
Chester & Fleming recently wrote a letter to Mayor Staats 
in 


which it was stated that unexpected demands oi the state health 
board were responsible for the high estimate. At .1 meeting of the 
city council Monday night, Mr Fleming was present and reiterated 
his statements regarding the additional cost which is being heaped 
upon the city by the requirements of the state board of health. 


Will be Reasonable 


"Mr. Dittoe was extremely in- 


dignant, that such a statement 
should be made," said Server 
Smith to The Tribune. "He ask- 
ed us to make it plain that the 
state board is not in the matter 
to heap cost upon the city and

IS EXPECTED 


Miners' Officials and Operators to 


Confer in Cleveland Today. 


CLEVELAND, 0., Jan. 20.---That a settlement of the strike in 


the eastern Ohio coal fields, which ban resulted in the idleness of 
15,009 miners .since the first ot: April last, may be effected here to- 
morrow, was the belief expressed this afternoon when it became 
kno\\n that miners officials, headed by John P. White, international 
president, have been invited to come here. Operators said 
the 


miners officials were i-oming on the invitatir.-i of tho federal coneilia- 
tors/Hywell Davis and Daniel J. Keel'e. The conciliators declined 
to make any statement. Although an official statement was lack- 
ing, some of those interested in the strike controversy said they ex- 
pected the presence of the miners officials to result in a joint con- 
ference of the operators and miners with the federal representatives. 
If both sides could be gotten together, it was said the conciliators 
•would submit a proposal which they hoped would result in an agree- 
ment and a settlement of the strike. Just what the nature o£ this 
proposal would be, none would predict, and in the opinion of opera- 
tors, no person except the conciliators would know until the two 
factions to the controversy wore brought togsthcr.

Rear Admiral Bewails Condition'of 


United States Navy. 


New York; Jan. 2G.—The creation 


of a eountril of national defense, for 
wirier a bill already is before con- 
gress, and tiic establishment of a di- 
vision of strategy and operations iu 
the navy department, were advox;ated 
by Rear Admiral Austin -\J. Knight, 
•president oi the Kaval \Var college at 
Ne\v].iort. I'. '•.. in an address before 
the Efficiency club in this city. 


"There can be 110 question that the 


'existing orgynization of the navy de- 
partment is inadequate and would 
break down under the strain of war." 
the rear admiral said. "A navy has 
one 
excuse for existing and .only 


one—that it should always be ready 
to strike on the minute and with 
every element of power concentrated 
behind its blow, for tho defense of the 
country. 


"It is a singular fact that the or- 


ganization of the navy department 
takes, no account of this relation of 
the navy to war. 
War is one thing 


for which no ararngement is made. 
There are seven bureaus in the de- 
partment, eaca with clearly defined 
duties; but in all the elaborate legis- 
lation creating these bureaus and de- 
fining their duties, there is not a word 
about keeping the navy in readiness 
for war cr preparing plans for war, 
or conducting war after it bosins. 


"There is much about the navy that 


is splendidly efficient. But as a whole 
it is far less efficient than it ought 
to be. "We are lacking in that 'harmo- 
nious composition of the fleet w.hich 
is needed to give every element of it 
the support it needs from other ele- 
ments. We are lacking in absolutely 
essential facilities for. " the care and 
preservation of our ships and in au 
efficient organization of the 
person- 


nel.''
